JEWS ARE OBSERVING 
FESTIVAL OF PURIM 


New York, Mar, 14—The large Jew- 
ish population of New York, in com- 
mon with their religious brethren the 
world over, are to-day celebrating thie 
festival of Purim. The celebration 1s 
primarily a joyous one, and is entirely 
secular in tone, consisting of merry- 
making and. feasting, of making gifts 
to friends and relatives, and the giving 
of. ‘‘shalachmonos,” or’ gifts, ta the 
poor is especially enjoined. 

The feast of Purim was established 
to commemorate the deliverance of the 
people of Israel from the machinations 
of Haman, the prime minister of King 
Ahasuerus of Persia, who sought to 
destroy the entire population cf Jews 
in that kingdom through jealousy of 
Mordecai, who was a prominent and 
much-respected member of the Jewish 
community. 

The plans for. the destruction of the 
Jews was conceived by Haman were 
frustrated by Queen Esther, a Jewess, 
and the niece of Mordecai. The whole 
story is contained in the Book of Es- 
ther, and the only religious element 
in the celebration of the feast is the 
reading of the “Megillah," the Book of 
Esther, in the synagogue of the Or- 
thodox Jews. 


WORLD-WIDE STRIKE OF 
SEAMEN 18 TREATENED. 


Antwerk, Mar, 45,—The Internation- 
al Seamen's Congress, which threatens 
to advocate a general strike of seamen 
throughout the world at the time of 
the coronation of King George, unless 
the shipowners’ powerful organization, 
the International Shipping Federation, 
satisfies their demands, opened here 
to-day with an altendance of delegates 
from many countries, Chief among the 
seamen's demands is one for a uniform 
scvale of wages. The present rate of 
pay varies to such a degree that sail- 
ors and stokers signing at London for 
a voyage to America receive wages | 
from twenty to twenty-flve per cent. 
higher than those paid for the same 


voyage to nen engaged at another port. |: 


The men also include in their demands 
the cessation of the use.of.a rubber 
stamp on the wrist by doctors as proof 
of medical examination,better food and 
quarters, and the abolition of shipping 
masters.

“The streets of Edmonton are filled 
with worthless curs and other dogs 
neglected by their owners. They com- 
mit nuisances, snarl and fight on the 
publio sidewalks and are gencrally ob- 
noxious. The new by-law does not 
prevent any owner from taking his dog 
down town or anywhere’ else, or from 
letting the animal have the freedom 
of his home grounds, but it does not;

“The owner who thinks enough of 
his dog to look after him and see that 
the animal does not impose upon the 
public has nothing to complain of in 
the provisions of the law. The owner 
who permits his dog to roam all over 
town and become, obnoxious cannot 
purchase immunity in the form of a 
tag. 

“The intent of the by-law is to pro- 
tect the dog and his owner, but the 
owner must assume responsibility for 
his animal. The dog that js not worth 
looking after is not worth keeping, and 
the homeless cur is altogether too 
numerous for public comfort in Ed- 
monton at present. The idea is to en- 
courage the breeding of good dogs and 
to do away with troublesome mon- 
grels. The by-law imposes no hardship 
upon the owners of dogs who think 
enough of their animals to prevent 


them from being.a public offense.”

Voting upon a motion .of ex-presi- 
dent Jas. MeGeorge .of the Edmonton 
board ‘of trade, that organization. yes- 
terday decided to withdraw from meim-

This is the culmination of the dis- 
satisfaction which has‘existed for over 
a year in the Edmonton board with the 
conduct of the associated board's affl- 
cials.

taken on them. This was not discov- 
ered for many months after the con- 
yention had been held.
